Funeral of the late Paul Bielesch, 
57, was held from the residence of 
Mr. Bruno Rypien on Tuesday 
morning at 10 o’clock.

A Dakota training plane, similar to above, was found last night in the York Creek area, having crash¬ 
ed into one of the peaks of Mt. Ptolmey. The plane was badly burned and all members of its crew believ¬ 
ed killed. 

Creek. Knowing that there 
were no trappers in that vi¬ 
cinity that we were aware of 
and believing that it might 
be some of the flyers still a- 
live we immediately made all 
haste to get to that point be¬ 
fore darkness, it now being 
2.30 p.m. 

Having used up our surplus 
supplies and having only 
some rolled oats and tea we 
started for the base of Mt. 
Ptolmey, the highest moun¬ 
tain in this area. We arrived 
near the location of the acci¬ 
dent at about 6 p.m., having 
made very fast time on snow- 
shoes in rough country. 

The smoke that had been 
seen was now no longer vis¬ 
ible and we were of the opin¬ 
ion that we had been deceived. 
However, we felt that a thor¬ 
ough examination of the tim¬ 
ber should be made in this 
valley. While McElliegett 
and myself prepared a cup of 
tea, Bill Liddell made an in¬ 
spection of the remaining 
portion of the valley on foot. 
After going about 150 yards 
from where we were he came 
upon a portion of the plane. 
A short distance from that 
point were the remains of the 
plane, a burnt wreckage. The 
remains of three badly burned 
flyers were seen in the wreck¬ 
age. The three foresters were 
rather disappointed at no sign 
of life about the wreckage. 
After making an inspection 
and believing that no one 
could possibly be alive, we 
thought best to make all haste 
back to Coleman and report 
our discovery to the proper 
authorities. It was 10:40 when

Forest Ranger Harry Boult¬ 
on, his assistant, Bill Liddell, 
and his veteran look-out man, 
Jimmy McElliegett, after 3 
days search and tramping ov¬ 
er many miles on snowshoes 
in rugged mountainous re¬ 
gions, discovered the burnt 
remains of the R.C.A.F. Dako- 
>a ta plane which disappeared in 
this area on Saturday morn, 
ing with seven passengers a- 
board. 

The plane was found at the 
base of Mt. Ptolmey, elevation 
9,234 feet, broken and burnt 
and with three bodies visible 
in the wreckage. Mt. Ptol¬ 
mey is the highest mountain 
in this ar6a and is located at 
the right branch of York Creek 
and approximately ten miles 
from Coleman. 

Due to the lateness of the 
hour, 6 p.m., when the plane 
was found and the fact that 
darkness was fast drawing in, 
the three men made only a 
light examination of the wreck¬ 
age and then left for Coleman 
to report their discovery to the 
proper authorities. 

Interviewed at his home ear¬ 
ly this morning Forest Rang¬ 
er Harry Boulton gave the 
following detailed story of the 
day’s trip: 

“Bill Liddell, Jimmy McEl¬ 
liegett and myself set out at 
8 a.m. and stopped at Blair¬ 
more to ask Sgt. Mudiman, 
R.C.M.P., if there had been 
any further developments in 
regards to the plane. Finding 
that nothing had been report¬ 
ed we set out in our truck to 
Ironstone Look Out atop Iron¬ 
stone mountain. We got with¬ 
in two miles of the Look-Out 
when stopped by snow and

Upon reporting 
to us, each is interviewed by a senior 
officer familiar with his previous 
record and service, and everything is 
done to make him feel at home. Our 
set policy is to treat these returning 
men with fairness and understanding, 
and to see to it that in no case are 
they worse off materially than if they 
had never been away. Their response 
and attitude are most gratifying, and 
only make us all the more proud of 
them. Their years of service in the 
forces are allowed to count as years 
of service in the bank for pension 
purposes, and if their service-pay was 
less than their salary at time of en¬ 
listment, they were not required to 
contribute to the Pension Fund. The 
bank’s Group Insurance plan—plus 
war risk in their case—was main¬ 
tained for them, the entire premium 
being paid by the bank. In addition 
to these security measures carried on 
for the staff, hospital and surgical 
benefits insurance is maintained—a 
substantial portion of the cost being 
borne by the bank. Recently a re¬ 
tiring plan was inaugurated whereby 
women employees and men not mem¬ 
bers of the Pension Fund are assured 
of an annual income when the time 
comes for them to give up their 
duties. Generally speaking, women 
employees will retire at 55 years of 
age. The plan is non-contrifcutary on 
the part of these employees.

we finally arrived home.” 

The discovery was made 
known to the R.C.M.P. who 
with officers of the R.C.A.F. 
and army came to Mr. Boult¬ 
on’s home and secured all de¬ 
tail. 

A party of twelve men con¬ 
sisting of soldiers, airmen and 
three forest men, left Coleman 
at 9 a.m. to-day for York Creek 
from where they *will travel 
by snow shoe to the scene of 
the accident.

Forest Ranger Boulton, after 
studying the location of the 
wreckage gave his opinion 
that the flyers had crashed 
into the highest peak of Mt. 
Ptolmey, it having two peaks. 
The front of the plane appear¬ 
ed to have been ripped off and 
the plane itself had appeared 
to spiral downward approx¬ 
imately 4,000 feet of a preci¬ 
pice. The base of the mount¬ 
ain rises 6,000 feet. It had 
then burst into fire. The peak 
it hit can be plainly seen from 
No. 3 highway, stated Mr. 
Boulton, and looks across 
Hillcrest. 

Credit for the discovery is 
given Mr. Elliegett by both 
Mr. Boulton and Mr. Liddell. 
It was his sharp eyes that 
first discovered the smoke. 
That no smoke was found 
near the plane is credited by 
Mr. Liddell as having been 
due to drifting snow having 
extinguished it while they 
were tramping towards the 
plane.

A Coveted Honor 


An Interesting Find 


Daughters Of The Empire Have 
Performed A Wonderful Service 
For Crews Of Ships 

During the war years, the Imperial 
'Order Daughters of the Empire pro- 
! vided comforts and amenities to Bri- 
j tish, Canadian and Allied Seamen 
; valued at nearly one million dollars 
j according to Mrs. H. S. Angas, Na¬ 
tional War Service Convener. This 
[assistance has been given in various 
j ways: Thousands of games and_ 
| puzzles, millions of magazines, over 
a million new and donated books 
have been provided through the 
Order for seamen in hostels, hos¬ 
pitals, the naval libraries and ships. 

It is of interest to note that not 
only have books in English and 
French been given but, to meet re¬ 
quests of Dutch, Polish, Norwegian 
and Greek seamen who put into Can¬ 
adian ports, for books in their own 
language, appeals were made by the 
I Order in the United States and Can¬ 
ada for these bocks which when re¬ 
ceived were placed on the ships. 

At the request of the Department 
of Naval Services, I.O.D.E. Chapters 
"adopted” a total of 349 ships and 
provided thousands of dollars worth 
of amenities and extras for the 
crews of these adopted ships. An 
extract of a letter received from a 
man on one of our corvettes reads:

I British Order Of Merit Is Given To 
Few People 

One of Britain's most coveted 
honors, the Order of Merit is con¬ 
ferred for outstanding achievement. 
No more than 24 persons may be¬ 
long to the order at one time. At 
present only 20 persons may add the 
initials O.M. to their name, among 
them General Eisenhower. When 
Britain's press announced a few 
weeks ago that King George VI had 
bestowed the Order of Merit on Pro¬ 
fessor A. N. Whitehead, eminent 
mathematician, physicist, philosopher 
and lecturer at Cambridge Univers¬ 
ity, England, and Harvard University, 
Cambridge, Mass., the man in the 
street was more impressed than if 
the Professor had been made a lord, 
comments "Britain”. The Order of 
Merit is unlike any other honor 
which may be conferred on a British 
citizen. For one thing, it carries no 
title and confers no precedence; its 
possessor has no extra privileges 
whatever.
